We have been following the legislation now before the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee that would reform the Civil Service 
and provide protection for Federal employees who blow the whistle 
on illegal or improper activities. We are, of course, concerned 
with this legislation because of its. potential impact on the 
personnel procedures and Yrequirements of intelligence agencies. 
The Civil Service Commission has recommended a number of amend- 
ments to the legislation, including those that would exempt 

. intelligence agencies from the Provisions of the reform legisla- 
tion; we support these amendments, but potential problems remain.
